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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 



Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 6 is vague because there is no 
antecedent basis for ^the bendg unless it refers to the curved 
reflective segment. Claim 7 is vague because the second curved 
segment as an outer curve is not really specified how the outer 
curve relates to the other elements of the claim. Claim 8 is 
vague because there is no antecedent basis for §the bend^.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States . 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kugimiya. The Kugimiya reference shows a non- 
imaging waveguide (with air guiding the light) and the reflective 
surface capable of directing light around a corner. One side of 
the mirror can be considered a port and the other side of the 
mirror can be considered a second port, since a port is only an 
opening through which something can pass. 

Claims 2-5, 9-26 and 51-54 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims .
